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BEEF AND MUTTON. 


Тне opening of the Smithfield Club Cattle Show, at 
the Agricultural Hall, may be said to be ore of the 
great events of the week, and, from whatever point 
of view we regard it, it is an occasion of no little 
significance. 

The most prominent of its claims to attention is 
that it is an indication of the progress mado in pro- 
viding food for the people; and, though tho preva- 
lence of what appears to be epidemic disease among 
cattle has led to some gloomy forebodings us to the 
supply and the quality of meat, and the drought 
of the summer tended to place good beef and mutton 
beyond the reach of the poorer portion of the com- 
munity, the display of sheep and oxen at Islington 
may go far to reassure us. "There can be ro doubt 
that the diseases from which flocks and herds have 
suffered were signally checked by the intervention of 
the regulatious with regard to the landing cf foreign 
cattle, especially from Holland; but the fact that 
several of the prize beasts from the Birming- 
ham Show have been excluded from the Agri- 
cultural Hall because they were suffering from that 
kind of influenza which is believed to be ter: ibly con- 
tagious, suggests that preventive measures must be 
rigidly enforced if we are to recover from thie effects 
of the disease that still so frequently show з itself in 
our great breeding districts. About the present 
seasonable supply there need be little uneasiness, but 
it is difficult to say what may be the effect of the past 
few months on the prices demanded. During а cold 
Christmas, season, when the thermometer is steady, 
and no accident occurs to influence the reg alarity of 
demand, the butchers generally contrive to keep up 
prices, so as to cover previous losses or to mike up for 
the lower profits of the warm weather; and it may be 
feared that both beef and mutton will be dearer for 
some time to come, though they have not been cheap 
during the past twelve months. It becomes necessary, 
then, that we should begin to inquire carefully into 
other means of supplying food for the poorer popu- 
lation of our great cities, and that some prejudices, 
against which it is generally hard to strive, should 
give way to a reasonable desire to make the best use 
of all the sources whence we may obtain wholesome, 
palatable, and nourishing meat in abundance, if we 
only ensure a steady demand in our markets, 
We are aware that thonsands of persons who have 

never consented to make the experiment for them- 
selves profess a deeply-rooted antipathy to the pre- 
served beef and mutton which is now being so largely 
imported from Australia, where the enormous number 
of sheep and oxen is so greatly in excess of the wants 
of the population that for many years the finest meat 
was no more than a waste product, of which no use 
could be made after the beasts were slaughtered for 
the sake of their hides and tallow. The curious part 
of this antipathy is that, before the Australian meat 
was sent here, preserved or ‘‘tinned’’ meats, made 
savoury and sold at higa prices, were regarded as 
luxuries only within reach of wealthy or well-to-do 
people, and that “potted” viands still hold a place 
at the establishments of West-End purveyors among 
articles of iuxury. Theaddition of spices and conci- 
ments alone makes the difference between the potted, 
or tinned, or preserved viands which only the wealthy 
are supposed to buy, and the best of that Australian 
preserved beef and mutton which the poor have so 
long refused — or, at all events, have neglected. 
Twopence spent іп salt nnd pepper or curry-powder 
wil make а nourishing and savoury meal of a 
Glb. tin of mutton, which may be bought, without 
bone, at 61d. a pound, or of beef, at 7d. а pound; 
and, as the meat needs no re-cooking, but should 
only be made hot with the vegetables, rice, or meal 
which may accompany it, there is another direct eco- 
nomy in the matter or firing, which will be very con- 
siderable when we consent to adopt a different kind 
of cooking-stove, and can burn cheaper coal without 
waste in ashes. 

There can be little doubt that the extended use of 
these great supplies of food will soon be recognised, 
for since the first introduction of the preserved beef 
and mutton the trade has increasad enormously, and 
cight large companies, as well as a number of private 
firms, are engaged in the enterprise. 16 is to Mr. 


John M‘Call, of Houndsditch, that we are chiefly in- 
debted for the introduction of Australian meat and 
the improvements which have led to its being use- 
fully and carefully preserved for the English market. 

The Melbourne Meat-Preserving Company, of which

he is the representative, was, we believe, the first, 

and is still the largest, although Mr. M*Call is 
always regdy to promote the supply of food 
irrespective of the claims of the concern with which 
he is more intimately connected, so that he may 
be said indirectly to represent the Ramornie 
Preserved Beef Company, the Goulbourn Company, 
and several others. At all events, information‘on the 
subject of these preserved meats can always be ob- 
tained from him. The Melbourne Argus mentions 
eleven establishments in the vicinity of the city of 
Melbourne, at each of which 1000 sheep and fifty 
bullocks are used up daily; and there are about forty- 
three such firms altogether, including several in New 
Zealand, many of which could turn out one hundred 
tons of preserved meat weekly. The Ramornie 
Company, which sends about 150 tons of beef every 
week to Sydney for shipment to England, occupies a 
space like a small town about thirty-five miles above 
Grafton, on the Clarence River. There are slaughter- 
houses, dressing and cutting-up houses, rooms for 
salting hides, tinsmiths’ and carpenters’ shops, and 
great surrounding inclosures for the cattle, which are 
removed from time to time to better pastures as they 
are required for slaughtering, at the rate of 1000 a 
month. There is very little difference in the 
method of preparation by the best companies. 
The meat, which is cut only from prime joints, 
is placed in tins, which are sealed and made 
air tight, with the exception of a small hole at 
the top for the escape of airand steam. They are 
then placed in a solution of chloride of colcium, the 
boiling point of which is from 260 deg. to 270 deg., 
the solution reaching half way up the tins. То this 
they are subjected for about four hours, and the 
aperture is then closed with solder. After this they 
remain in the bath half an hour, and the operation is 
complete. The tins, when cool, are painted, and are 
then ready for exportation. There are scme varia- 

tions in this method, one of the most advanced of 
which is the patent process of Mr. Richard Jones. 

At present, however, this has not been applied to the 
preparation of great supplies from the meat- 
producing districts of Australia; and, on the whole, 
the Melbourne Company's preparations may be re- 
garded as representing the best and most ample 
means of furnishing this most excellent food. It is 
gratifying to know that the adoption of Australian 
meat as supplementary to British and foreign 
beef and mutton is so greatly increasing that the 
value of the quantity imported rose from £46,746 
in 1868 to £203,874 in 1870, while this yearit will reach 
to over half a million sterling. It is to be remarked, 

also, that with this increase the importatio:: of coarse 
salted meats is diminishing, and there cin be no 
doubt that the Australian beef and mu‘ton is far 
superior both in flavour and nutritive qualities even 
to some of the best of the highly-dried or pickled 
substitutes. 

For the question, be itremembered, is not between 
prime joints from well-fed English, Scotch, or Irish 
sheep and oxen and the ready-cooked ineat. from 
Australia, but between the coarse parts of inferior 
carcasses sent to the markets of our large towns and 
sold to the poor—nay, it is often а question between 
unwholesome offal and wholesome as well 13 palatable 
animal food. Noone can pretend that the Melbourne 
beef or mutton is as good as a prime piece of sir- 
loin from an Aberdeen ox, or a haunch from a jolly 
Southdown; but how many people are there to whom 
any joint ‘from a prime beast is an unwonted 
luxury? The Australian meat is so much 
better than a large proportion of the nameless 
pieces and insipid, wasteful ‘‘ cuts’? sold in poor 
neighbourhoods that, when once the prejudice 
against it is overcome, it must remain, if not as a 
staple food, at least as a most usefal auxiliary to 
alternate with fresh ox-cheek, leg of beef, sheeps’ 
heads, or other useful materials for the family pot 
There is, it is true, а certain insipidity about the 
tinned meat, and, from the fact of it: being cooked in 
the tin, and the air, as well as some of the moisture, 
evaporated, 1% looks somewhat dry and uninviting ; 


| bnt this must be the case in all preserved animal 


food, and until the time arrives when we can receive 
our raw beef and mutton from Australia or Americ: 

either frozen or some way protected both їг ип the 
external air and internal chemical changes, we must 
go on improving on the method of cooking. Tho 
present fault of the Australian meat is, perhaps, that 
it is a little overdone; but this may be unavoidable 
if we wish to secure ita perfect preservation, and it

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made hot, with the vegetables, D added added.

THE PRINCE OF WALES AND HIS ELDER 
SONS. 

Now that one touch of illness which makes the whole 
world kin has Јата low the Prince of Wales, we are 
confident that our Portraits of his Royal Highness 
and his two elder sons will be received with welcome. 
The early days of the Prince's thirty-first year will, 
indeed, be memorable. A week or so after his birth- 
day tho Prince was prostrated by an attack of 
typhoid fever, imperilling his life, Her Majesty the 
Queen, who from the first had manifested the deepest 
emotion and utmost anxiety as to the illness of the 
Prince, having desired to receive for some time half- 
hourly telegrams, had intimated her desire to visit 
Sandringham, and, that being her Majesty’s desire, 
it was not thought wise to oppose it; the risk of 
visiting a patient suffering from typhoid fever being 
‘by no means comparable to that of visiting a 
sufferer from typhus, and much less even in the 
later than the earlier periods of life. The Queen 
reached Sandringham Hall, on her first visit, last 
Wednesday week, with the intention of staying there 
two nights and two days. Thus her Majesty was pre- 
sent at the Royal Lodge during what proved to be, 
perhaps, the most trying days of the Prince s illness. 
The symptoms of the Prince's illness having once 
more resumed & favourable course, the Queen was 
able to return, as was intended, on the Ist inst. 
Нег Majesty was unable altogether to restrain the 
external indications of her emotions on leaving the 
Lodge. And, indeed, the Queen, less than anybody, 
could refrain from calling to mind that at this sed 
season it was that the Prince Consort was struck 
down with enteric fever, and that the last week of 
November and first weeks of December, 1861, were 
the days of her great trial. The Prince Consort died 
on Dec, 14, 1861, on the twenty-first day of his attack. 
Аз her Majesty left the station the bells were ringiug 
iu honour of the twenty-seventh birthday of the 
Princess of Wales, which was to have been celebrated 
on that day (Friday, Dec. 1) by в grand ball at 
Sandringham, for which 500 invitations had already 
been issued prior to the illness of his Royal Highness. 
The reassuring bulletins issued at the commencement 
of the present week did not = the Queen from 
paying a second visit to the Prince, whose restoration 
to health alll.;.:: subjects hope may be speedy. 

The childr:: ог the Prince and Princess of Wales 
were, with the children of Prince and Princess Louis 
of Hesse, removed from Sandringham to Windsor by 
the Queen's desire at the outbreak of the fever, and 
асе, of course, in good health enough in the grounds 
of the castle. Of the two elder children portrayed, 
Prince Albert Victor Christian Edward of Wales will 
ba eight years old next January, while Prince 
George Frederick Hrnest Albert is a year and some 
months younger, 


PRINCESS ALICE. 

The Princess of Wales, who has borne up bravely 
under hex anxiety, has had the invaluable assistance 
of Princess Alice in nursing the Prince of Wales. 
Princess Louis of Hesse (or Princess Alice, as 
her Royal Highness is more popularly known 
in the country of her birth) was, it will be 
remembered, the devoted nurse of her lamented 
and illustrious father during his fatal illness, when 
suffering from the same disease. Her devotedness 
snd untiring and ekilful attention were recorded at 
the time, and have always been held in grateful and 
honourable remembrance. She has shown similar 
qualities on this trying ocension. Her Royal High- 
ness has been most assiduous in her endeavours to 
lighten the heavy hours of the Prince’sillness. Five 
children have been born to Princess Alice since her 
Royal Highness has made Hesse-Darmstadt her 
home; and it will be in the recollection cf our 
readers, ан another bright feature in her self- 
sacrificing character, that, undeterred by the 
domestic demands of her own household, the Princess 
was indefatigable in her visits to the sick and 
wounded sent home while her husband was fighting 
with the German legions in France. 


DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AT WARWICK 
CASTLE, 


Warwick Castle, the grand old baronial mansion 
of the Earl of Warwick, at an early hour on Sunday 
morning was the scene of a terrivle and destructive 
conflagration. The castle (of which we give a partial 
view) is familiar to every tourist; and the rare pic- 
tures, the Gobelin tapestries, and the uniquo art- 
treasures which abounded in every apartment ren- 
dered it attractive alike to the artist and the 
antiquary. 

THE FIRE WAS DISCOVERED 
about half-past one o'clock on Sunday morning by 
the steward-room boy, Joseph Powers, and the foot- 
men, William Everton and William Gregory. They 
slept in apartments in the basement of the castle, 
and were awoke by a noise which they at first con- 
jectured was caused by hail falling on the boot-hall, 
opposite to the room where they were sleeping. The 
sounds becoming louder, they then imagined some- 
one таз? be attempting to break into the castle, and 
got up to sce what really was the matter. They soon 
discovered that the building was on fire, and volumés 


of smoke were rolling out of Lady Warwick’s apart- 
ments, which were on the second floor, overlooking 
the River Avon. On entering her Ladyship's sitting- 
room they saw here a mass of flames, An alarm was 
raised, and messengers were dispatched to Leam- 
ington, Kenilworth, and Coventry for assist- 
ance. The Warwick Fire Brigade, under the 
direction of Captain Glover and Lieutenant 
Pritchard, was speedily on the spot, and the Lea- 
mington Brigade arrived shortly after. Тһе flames 
had, however, made such rapid progress that the 
destruction of the whole building seemed inevitable. 
The front part of the castle was inaccessible from its 
great height above the river, and consequently the 
burning structure could only be played upon from the 
courtyard, where there was only a supply of water to 
be obtained from a 34-in. main. So quick was the 
progress of the flames that

between the grand entrance-hall and the domestic 
offices adjoining Cæsar and Guy's Towers, and only 
the outer walls and the charred and smouldering 
rubbish remain. These apartments consisted, on the 
ground floor, of the waiting-room and library over- 
looking the courtyard, and the breakfa:t-room, his 
Lordship’s room, and Lady Warwick’s boudoir, look- 
ing out upon the river. On the second floor were the 
ladies’- maids’ rooms, Lady Warwick's bed-room and 
dressing-room, and Lord Warwick's dressing-room. 
These looked out upon the courtyard, and overlook- 
ing the river wére the White Room, the Red Bed- 
room, and the Leather Bed-room and Dressing-room. 
The furniture and contents of these apartments were 
almost entirely destroyed. The only things saved 
were a few of the most valuable pictures and 
some hooks, in spite of every exertion made, it 
being impossible to check the flames until the whole 
of this wing was completely destroyed. Meanwhile 
the fire was leaping across the grand staircase and

with its gorgeously-carved Gothic roof, emblazoned 
with heraldic devices, its floor of Venetian marbles, 
and its curious ow Б wainscoting hung round with 
armour, swords, and matchlocks, Here was Crom- 
well's battered helmet and the doublet in which Lord 
Brooke died at Lichfield. It also contained antiques 
and fossil antlers of the elk and deer, old statues, 
ancient tombs, and other curiosities. These have ail 
perished. Along the richly-carved roof (executed in 
1857 from designs by Mr. Poynter) the flames fast 
spread, and the panelled wooden wails proved equally 
inflammable. The magnificent apartment (62 ft. by 
40 ft. and 26 ft. in height) was soon a mass of flame. 
The roof, which was thickly covered with lead, fell 
in, and there remain only the bare, blackened walls 
of one of the finest halls in the kingdom. A nursery 
and apartments over the entrance gateway, and also 
a dining-room by the side of the great ha!l, erected a 
few years ago by Lord Warwick, was also destroyed, 
but a portion of their contents were saved. Тһе fire 
raged so fiercely at four o’clock that it was feared all 
the efforts of the firemen, which had been directed to 
eut off from the rest of the apartments, would prove 
Írnitless. Through the chinks between the massive 
doors separating the Great Hall and the Red Draw- 
ing-room the flames could be seen, and the stifling 
smoke forced its way through every aperture. Pre- 
parations were therefore made for the worst, by strip- 
ping this and the adjoining apartments of their 


COSTLY AND ALMOST PRICELESS TREASURES, 

The pictures by Rembrandt, Vandyke, and 
Rubens were borne carefully to a place of safety, 
and when every portable article of value was removed 
still further precautions were deemed necessary. The 
gilt drawing-room, the state bed-room, and the state 
dressing-room were also cleared of their principal 
contents. The tapestry round the state bed-room, 
made in Brussels in 1694, was wrenched from the wall 
and carried to a place of security, together with the 
portraits of Queen Anne, by Kneller, the Earl of 
Essex, by Zucchero, and other rare paintings. The 
pu by Holbein, Rubens, Vandyke, Titiens, 

lvator Rosa, Sir Peter Lely, and Caracci’s “Dead 
Christ” were also taken down. The costly tables 
and treasures in the cabinets were carried to the 
remotest corner of the castle—the billiard-room— 
ready to be again moved in case of necessity. For- 
tunately, the efforts of the firemen practically arrested 
the fire at the end of the grent hall, though the Red 
Drawing-room is slightly damaged about the roof 
and by water. The damage, however, done to the 
building cannot possibly be estimated pecuniarily, 
and is really irremediable. Many of the most valuable 
contents of the castle, which was crowded with 
treasures of art, have been damaged by hasty 
removal, although every possible care was exercised. 
The flames were not subdued until nearly ten o'clock 
in the morning, and then there remained & mass of 
smouldering flame which might, it was feared, at any 
time develop into another conflagration. Captain 
Fosbery, Lord Warwick's agent, telegraphed to Ви- 
mingham for а steam fire-engine to be sent by special 
train. Unfortunately, Birmingham does not possess 
a steam fire-engine, and a special train could not be 
procured, but a powerful manual engine was 

romptly dispatched by road. Before it reached 
Уве. however, assistance had arrived from 
Kenilworth and Coventry, and the progress of the 
fire had been checked.

“ MISS BROOKS” 


This is, or was, the name of the beauty and the 
blue-stocking, tho young lady with grave views of 
life, who gives the title to Part I. of ‘Middlemarch ; 

The reader fortunate 
enough to procure the first instalment of this new 
novel from the library will probably rejoice in a 
temporary deliverance from the sensational sins and 
mock-mysteries of Braddonian- Woods volumes, and 
wil then open *'Middlemarch"' with а feeling of 
thankfulness that * George Eliot" has dismounted 
her Pegasus (sang she never so sweetly in her last 
poem), and that the gifted authoressof **Adam Bede” 
is at home again amid the country scenes whereof she 
is so skilful a word-painter. To the quiet charm of 
George Eliot's finished style it is, indeed, an inex- 
pressible relief to turn after the repulsive intrigues 
and hospital horrors of other current novels. This 
opening volume leaves us only at the threshold, as it 
were, of the Mansion of Fancy George Eliot is 
raising ; but we already see in the hall living beings, 
instinct with marked individualities, in whose lives 
we may soon feel as keen an interest as we did in poor 
Hetty and Adam Bede's. In these hasty ** Looks at 
Books," it need only be added that Miss Brooke 
appears to be intended as the centre figure of the 
* Middlemarch'' comedy, and that she considers 
sbe will best fulfil her high mission by refusing the 
addresses of an agreeable, neighbouring Baronet, Sir 
James Chettam, and by marrying a pedantic, dried- 
up Rector, middle aged. This is how Dorothea 
Brooke reconciles herself to the idea of becoming Mrs. 
Casaubon : 

Into this soul-hunger as yet all ber youth 
poured ; the union which ccrte har ct pel reo 
deliver her from her girlish subjection to herown ignorance, 
and give her the freedom of voluntery submission to a guide 
who would take her along the grandest path. “I should 
learn everything then,” she said to herself, still walking 
quickly atong the bridle-road through the wood, “It would 
be my duty to study that I might help him the better in his 
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great works. There would be nothing trivial about our 
lives. Everyday things with us wonld mean the greatest 
things. It would be like marrying Pascal. I should learn 
to see the truth by the eame light as great men have seen it 
by. And then I should know what to do when I got older. 
I should ree how it was possible to lead a grand life hsre— 
now—in England. I don’t feel sure about doing good in any 
way now: everything seems like going on a mission to a 
people whose language I don't know;—unless it were building 
good cottages—there can be no doubt about that. Oh, I 
hope I should be able to get the people well housed in 
Lowick! I will draw pler^v of plans while I have time. 

Here we have”. onastic severity of character 
which might leaa to a tame and happy life enough 
of doing goodto her unfortunate fellows, were 
Dorothea simply a Miss Faithfull or Miss Becker. 
But it is hard to believe that Dorothea will remain of 
opinion that the sallow prig of a Rector is her 
affinity, when we read that she hasyet one little trait 
of self-enjoyment allying her to our poor, common 
humanity. As the reverend bride m may discover 
before the next publication of ‘‘Middlemarch,”’ 
Dorothea, happily, has one healthy, if earthy, 
taste :— 


Most men thought her bewitching when she was on horse- 
back, She loved the fresh air and the various aspects of the 
country, and when her eyes and cheeks glowed with mingled 
pleasures she looked very little like a devotee, Riding was 
an indulgence which she allowed herself in spite of conscien- 
tious qualms ; she felt that she enjoyed it in a pagan, sensuous 
way, and always looked forward to renouncing it.

FASHIONS FOR CHRISTMAS,

SIMPLICITY IN DRESS. 
As we have already said, the aspeet of la mode is 
quite changed, and, while presenting an appearance 
of greater simplicity than has been prevalent of late 
years, is more severe than ever as to harmonious com- 
binations of colour and rigid adherence to elegance 
rather than eccentricity. 

Nothing is more fashionable than a toilette com- 
posed of black enlivened by colour. With taste and 
management two or tbree combinations may thus be 
arranged for ono cress. Coloured China crape is 
much worn with black velvet; the dress itself is made 
without the introduction of colour. Ап elegant little 
fichu of crape, turquoise blue, cerise, or cherry colour, 
handsomely fringed, is arranged on the bodice ; while 
а wide scarf or sash, with handsomely-fringed ends, 
is fastened at each side of the waist, under the basque, 
and tied loosely low down in the centre of the back 
breadth. We have seen these scarfs in moire also, 
and they have a very rich effect. 

To make this toilette more elegant, a petticoat of 
the same colour as the ornaments is worn underneath, 
and the upper dress raised to display it. In this case 
the scarf is tied at the side, and loops up the skirt. 
Velvet, satin, and very rich poult de soie are the most 
suitable ma for dinner or visites de ceremonie. 
These are handsomely trimmed with fur, feathers, 
lace, and very rich soutache or passementerie. 

For young girls velveteen, poplin, and taffeta are

THE CAMBRIDGE TRIAL EIGHTS. 

When, in the opinion of the captain of the U. B. C., 
the two crews have shown sufficient improvement, a 
The course selected 
for this purpose is two miles and a half of straight 
river on the Ouse, between Ely and Littleport. A 
most dreary part of the world is this.

On the 
word “со” being given Mr. James's crew went off 
with & lead, which they maintained for the first 
hundred yards or so by rowing a quickerstroke. On 
settling down to thirty-six per minute they allowed 
Mr. Baggallay’s.crew to draw up, and for the next 
quarter of a mile the two crews travelled nearly as 
level as possible, rowing stroke for stroke. Suddenly, 
without any apparent effort, Mr. Baggallay’s crew 
shot ahead, and led by three quarters of a length for 
some way. Mr. James's crew hung onto them man- 
fully, but slowly dropped behind, and at half way 
were separated by a q«arter of a length, which was 
afterwards increased to half a length. About three 
quarters of a mile from home they spurted, and it 
seemed not improbable that they would come up level 
again. One or two men, however, in the boat ap- 
peared to have had enough of it, and Mr. Baggallay, 
rowing a steady stroke, saw his opponents drop 
astern again, and he eventually Janded his men at the 
post winners by a length and three quarters. The 
race was well contested throughout, the stroke in the 
losing boat keeping his men up to their work in first- 
rate style. The winning crew was the stronger of 
the two, and rowed in the race far better than they 
had done in practice. 

: REMARKS. 

The trial eights were generally allowed to be better 
than those of last year; certainly their appearance 
was far more pleasing, as the men rowed with more 
similarity of style than was to be seen in either crew 
in 1870. The rowing throughout was cleaner, and 
the blades were, with a few exceptions, fairly covered 
and the power exerted at once. The style certainly 
showed improvement; but there was, perhaps, rather 
alack of any great individual merit, though there 
was, we think, ample material to fill up the vacancies 
in the University crew for 1872, and there appears to 
be no reason to prevent the Light Blue being well 
represented in the spring. 

At a meeting of the Cambridge University Boat 
Club, held in the evening after the race, the captain 
stated that he had received a challenge from the 
Oxford captain to rew the usual match in the spring, 
and proposed that it should be accepted. Mr. Spencer 
tecon?ed the шо ion, which was carried nem, con, 


country he deservedly obtained the respect of all who 
became acquainted with him; and fhe pluck with 
which he carried his crew through the memorable 
struggle between Putney and Mortlake will ever be 
remembered by all who saw the race. Not less 
honourable to him than his conduct on that occasion 
was the way in which, along with other members of 
his crew, he came forward in America and gave the 
lie to reports which reflected on the honour and fair 
dealing of the Oxford University Fcur and others in 
regard to the contest between the two crews. 


THE FISTIC CHAMPIONSHIP. 

The brutalising sport of prize-fighting has happily 
been virtually stamped out in this country. In 
America, however, fitful attempts are being made to 
revive pugilism. Mace and Coburn are anxious to 
gain the championship of the States— по mean 
honour, presumably, when а prize-fighter has even 
won a seat in Congress. A recent fight between them 
was interrupted by the police. Since then there has 
been a lot of wordy warfare between the parties, and 
when it was announced that а new match had been 
made to fight for 5000 dols. a side, on the 30th ult., 
within fifty miles of New Orleans, public interest in 
the affair was not roused to any great extent, as 
another fiasco was apprehended. According to the 
telegram received in London through Reuter's 
agency, on the 186 inst., these anticipations have 
proved correct :—** Mace and Coburn fought eleven 
rounds at Montgomery, Mississippi, on Thursday, 
with no result; and the fight has been pronounced a 
draw by the referee."

"HOSPITAL FOR BIRDS AND DOMESTIC 
AMIMALS. 


There was opened on Saturday last, in the neigh- 
Ourhood of the Vauxhall station of the South- 
estern Railway, a hospital for the study and treat- 
ment of the diseases of quadrupeds and birds useful 
to man. 
THE LATE MR, THOMAS BROWN, 
of Dublin, bequeathed nearly twenty years ago the 
residue of his personal estate to the Senate of the 
niversity of London, for the founding, establishing, 
and upholding such an institution. The property 
thus secured consists of two adjoining houses, with a 
Stable and coach-house, and а considerable piece of 
Bround at the back. Upon part of this land the 
ospital and its appurtenances have been erected, the 
remainder being laid down in turf and exercising 
Bround. Accommodation is provided for ten horses 
Or bullocks, sheds or folds for twenty animals, such as 
Sheep, kennels for dogs, hutches for smaller animals, 
- besides hutches for poultry and an aviary for birds. 

e stalls, loose boxes, and kennels are all warmed 
by hot air, are paved with asphalte, and are fitted 
With everything that can conduce to the comfort of 

heir future occupants. Buildings detached from the 
new erections have been arranged for the reception 
cases-of- infectious disease.
